Ainu Chieftain With 


(Prepared by the National Geogva'piiie 'So- 


ciety. "Washington, r> C.) 
Japan's sunny southern islands with 


their mild climate furnish the common 
conception of the empire of the Ris- 
ing Sim. One hears little ordinarily of 
the Japanese northland. 
This neglect- 


ed portion of the empire, however, 
has been dramatically uncovered for 
the world by the American round-the- 
world flyers, the first international 
travelers of note to approach Japan 
through her northern "back door." 


Japan's northland includes Hokaidc 


or Yezo, the northernmost of the main 
island group, a unit almost as big as 
Cuba; Saghalien, near the Siberian 
coast, bone of contention between Ja- 
pan and Russia; and the Kunles, the 
chain of little volcanic islands reach- 
Ing far to the noitb, over which the 
American flyers skimmed after they 
left the American Aleutians. 


Before western influence reached Ja- 


pan the Japanese kept pretty closely 
to their balmy southern lands, and had 
only a tenuous hold on Yezo. They 
barely knew of the existence of the 
more northern islands. The rulers of 
Japan hardly seemed to consider even 
Yezo a real part of their domains until 
Russians began to trespass toward the 
close 
of 
the 
Eighteenth 
century. 


When this situation arose officials were, 
sent by the shogun to govern the is- 
lands. For a long time Yezo was left 
almost entirely to the Ainus, the Cau- 
casian-like natives, as far as perma- 
nent habitations were concerned. 


During this period the Japanese 


treated this island as a sort of na- 
tional, commonly owned fishing pre- 
serve. Fleets of fishing boats swarmed 
along its coasts in the summer, the 
fishermen making temporary camps, 
but the winter found all of them back 
south in "Old Japan." This matter 
of climate furnishes one chief key to 
the Japanese neglect of the northern 
Islands. The race developed under the 
mild climatic conditions of the South. 
All their cu«toms and habits were 
built in such a climate. They became 
accustomed to light clothing, mere 
shelK of houses built of bamboo and 
paper, and to the cultivation of that 
\<vi'-m land staple-, ncp. They lacked 
the pioneering spirit, and the rigors of

II. The Testimony of Christ to the 


Samaritans (vv. 7-41). 


1. Discloses His Identity to the Wom- 


an of Samaria (vv. 7-26). This Is a 
fine example of personal evangelism. 


(1) A Favor Asked (vv. 7-9). He 


tactfully made a request which ap- 
pealed to the woman's sympathy. Not 
only did the thirst of the weary trav- 
eler appeal to her but the fact that 
He being a Jew asked a favor of her 
showed His sympathy for her. In In- 
troducing the conversation He re- 
ferred to that which was uppermost 
in her mind, namely water. 
This 


was the Teacher's point of contact. 
He soon passed from earthly water to 
the water of everlasting life which 
was in Himself. 
His aim was to 


bridge the chasm which 
separated 


them. 


(2) Jesus' Tender Dealing With the 


Woman 
(vv. 10-1."). He 
first 
ap- 


pealed to her curiosity by declaring, 
"If tlion knewe^t the gift of God" (v,1 
10). He knew the deep unrest of the 
soul of that sinful 
woman as 
she 


went on her way. He knew that if 
she really knew Mim sh,e would bei 
lieve on Him and be saved from her 
sins. 
Therefore, the first thing was 


to get her attention. He followed this 
appeal to her curiosity by a promise 
which directed her' attention to her 
deepest need. 
The deepest-need of 


the soul Jesus only can satisfy. There 
is real and lasting .satisfaction in 
Him and His gifts. The woman's re- 
ply, "Sir, give me this water, that I 
thirst not," is the inarticulate cry of 
every heart. 


(3) The Woman Convicted of Her 


Sins (vv. 15-19). Jesus succeeded In 
arousing her interest but she did not 
really understand Him. 
Before she 


can understand what the water of 
life is she must be convicted of her 
sins. He skillfully gave the command 
which brougnt her face to face with 
the facts of her life which she was 
unwilling to confess. 


(4) The problem of Worship Sub- 


mitted to Christ (vv. 2-24). This she 
did as soon as she perceived Him to ' 
be a prophet. This indicates that He 
was -ucceeding in bringing her mind 
to spiritual things.

the inner life of this woman, tells her 
of the glad time, even then piesenr, 
when true worshipers coujd hold in- 
tercourse with God anywhere.

showed her that the place of worship 
is unmipoitant, but the all-important 
thing is to have the true conception 
of God 03 brought through the Jews.
